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Residents say lives being disrupted by camps at site 

MORE TRAVELLERS 
MOVE ONTO FIELDS

TRAVELLERS have moved onto 
land in West Bromwich - days af¬ 
ter caravans were moved off a 
park 10 minutes drive away. 

Around 25 caravans pulled onto the Jes- 
son playing fields late last week and piles 
of rubbish are now strewn across the grass 
and residents say their lives are being dis¬ 
rupted by the encampment. 

Sandwell Council¬ 
lor Paul Moore de¬ 
scribed the situation 
as ‘completely unac¬ 
ceptable’ and said ef¬ 
forts are being made 
to force the travellers 
off the site. 

According to a res¬ 
ident, a larger group 
of travellers moved 
off the playing fields 
on Monday but were 
almost immediately 
replaced by a handful of new recruits. Some caravans 
have also been spotted near St Michael’s High School, 
in Rowley Regis. 

One resident, who did not wish to be named, said: 
“There is glass all by the school entrance and they are 
filling the grit bins with their rubbish. 

“Even hanging their washing by the traffic lights. 
Police have been by but again they are still there.” 

Student nurse Hayley Monk, aged 28, lives on Gar- 
ratt Street next to the encampment on the Jesson 
playing fields. 

She said noise emanating from the travellers had 
kept her up until the early hours of the morning. 

Unnerving 

Miss Monk said: “We’ve had the windows open be¬ 
cause of the weather and they kept making noise until 
3.30am. They’ve also left rubbish and it’s unnerving 
for a lot of people around here who are in their 70s, 
80s and 90s. 

“If I had kids I wouldn’t let them go over to the play 
area because you don’t know who’s about.” 

Councillor Moore, cabinet member for regeneration 
and economic investment, said: “The situation is com¬ 
pletely unacceptable. Sandwell Council and West Mid¬ 
lands Police are working to move the travellers on as 
quickly as possible. We will be looking to better secure 
the Jesson’s Road site in the future.” 

Worries about the West Bromwich site came as trav¬ 
ellers left rubbish and a burned-out caravan on a park 
in Halesowen last week. 

The group had been on Hurst Green Park for two 
weeks before being moved off by bailiffs. 

Dudley Council has now spent £2,800 on temporary 
bollards to stop any more caravans coming onto the 
land off Moat Drive.

BACKLASH 

Flag critic is told to 
hand back his QBE 


THE campaigner who branded the Black 
Country flag ‘offensive’ and ‘insensitive’ is 
facing calls to hand back his OBE. 

Historian and equalities campaigner Pat¬ 
rick Vernon said the use of chains on the flag 
represented a disturb¬ 
ing image of an indus¬ 
try that profited from 
slavery and colonial 
rule in Africa. But he 
faced a furious back¬ 
lash following Black 
Country Day and the 
festival, as council lead¬ 
ers and event organis¬ 
ers defended the flag, 
designed by schoolgirl 
Grade Sheppard. 

Wolverhampton-born 
Mr Vernon, who now

lives in London, faced accusations of hypoc¬ 
risy because he was made a member of the 
Order of the British Empire. Critics said the 
empire’s past also involved slavery. 

Dudley Council leader Pete Lowe said: “I 
have publicly requested Mr Vernon apolo¬ 
gises for his divisive words concerning our 
community Black Country Flag and hands 
back his OBE.” 

Gurmej Badesha, a photographer from 
Smethwick, added: “The British Empire 
played a most degrading and oppressive role 
in the lives of black people. Mr Vernon has a 
point about the need to remember the terrible 
things in our history but why does he keep his 
OBE when he feels this way about a flag?”

Viewing tower work 
company collapses 

A £125,000 project to restore the rare viewing 
tower at the 500-year-old Oak House in West 
Bromwich has been put on hold after the con¬ 
tractor went into administration. 

Heritage project specialists Fairhurst Ward 
Abbotts Ltd had been due to carry out the 
work needed to repair the crumbling belve¬ 
dere at the Grade ll-listed Tudor house this 
month. 

The same contractor was in the middle of a 
£5.2million restoration of Lightwoods House 
and Park in Bearwood, with the project now 
plunged into doubt. 

Talks are under way to rescue the scheme 
which began in January this year. 
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Children's services call by

AN education minister has warned 
that the Government could intervene 
over the running of children’s services 
in Sandwell after they had again been 
judged to be inadequate by Ofsted in¬ 
spectors. 

Minister for Schools, Edward Timp¬ 
son, suggested that the Government 
was nearing the stage of being prepared 
to step in and commented that Sandwell 
Council had now been given enough 
time to turn its fortunes around. 

Mr Timpson was responding to a 
question in Parliament from Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis MP James Morris 


over the Government’s plans for chil¬ 
dren’s services in Sandwell. 

He explained that the level of their 
involvement would ‘depend on the scale 
of the issues identified by Ofsted and 
the capacity of the authority to address 
them’. 

Seriously 

The authority’s leader Darren Cooper 
has called for another council to be 
brought in to try and help as £1 million 
has been spent with private company 
Impower in attempting to improve chil¬ 
dren’s services.

Mr Timpson said: “The Department 
for Education takes any failure to de¬ 
liver services at the required level ex¬ 
tremely seriously. 

“The department is currently consid¬ 
ering all the available evidence in order 
to act in a way which provides sustain¬ 
able improvements for the children of 
Sandwell, ensuring that the services 
received by children, young people and 
their families improve to the required 
level. 

“The department believes that 
Sandwell has had sufficient time to 
make the necessary improvements.” 


Restaurant at island 
set to create 80 jobs 


A RESTAURANT, creating 80 
jobs, will be built as part of the 
first phase of a regeneration pro¬ 
ject at Oldbury’s Birchley Island. 

The site, between the island and the 
slip road for Junction 2 of the M5, has 
previously been earmarked for a ho¬ 
tel and casino but both schemes were 
scrapped by developers. 

St Modwen has now unveiled multi-mil¬ 
lion pound proposals for a restaurant oper¬ 
ated by national chain Greene King. 

The developer says the project will act as 
a catalyst for the regeneration of the rest 
site with planning applications for further 
development to follow later. 

Agent Mairead Kiely, working on behalf 
of St Modwen, said: “The proposed devel¬ 
opment of the application site represents a 
positive opportunity to bring an important 
and prominent site fully into productive 
use, generating jobs and attracting invest¬ 
ment into a key gateway location. 

“With an enthusiastic quality occupier 
already identified, the scheme is well placed 
to unlock the potential of the site, where 
earlier proposals have failed to get off the 
ground,” she added. 

Potential 

A planning application says the res¬ 
taurant would be part of Greene King’s 
Farmhouse Inn brand and create 80 full¬ 
time and part-time jobs. The scheme also 
includes a car park with 95 spaces. 

The employment boost has been wel¬ 
comed by Langley councillor Bill Gavan. 

“Anything that is going to create 80 jobs 
has got to be celebrated. It’s the right area 
because it’s away from homes, there are 
other restaurants nearby and the land is 
ripe for redevelopment. It all looks good on 
paper,” he added. 

The land has been vacant for many 
years. In 2011, planning permission was 
granted for a casino and an 80-bed hotel 
on the site, which is bounded by the A4123 
Wolverhampton Road to the south. 

The £6 million scheme could have cre¬ 
ated 120 jobs but never got off the ground 
due to problems securing operators for the 
premises. A legal dispute broke out between 
two casino operators. But the scheme fell 
through and the land was then earmarked 
to be used as part of a £12.7m project to 
ease congestion at Birchley Island. 


School’s out for Julia and Sally

TWO long-serving teachers who 
have served at the same school for 
a combined 65 years are retiring 
together. 

Julia Farnsworth and Sally 
Weele are both bowing out from 
their roles at RSA Academy in Bil- 
ston Road, Tipton, at the end of 
term. Vice principal Mrs Weele has 
been at the school - and its former 
incarnation as Willingsworth High 
School - for 29 years. 

Meanwhile maths teacher Mrs 
Farnsworth has stayed for an 


amazing 36 years. Sedgley resident 
Mrs Farnsworth, aged 59, started 
her career at a school in Tamworth 
before moving to what was Willing¬ 
sworth High. 

She said: “I saw somebody at 
Asda in Tipton and they said there 
was a job going. I looked in the Ex¬ 
press and Star, went for it and have 
never looked back really. My inten¬ 
tion was to stay for five years but I 
loved it and carried on.” 

Mrs Farnsworth originally 
started out teaching French and 


German but now teaches maths 
full-time. After starting out teach¬ 
ing drama and English, Mrs Weele 
has moved into a leadership role 
and has been vice principal for the 
past 12 years. 

She said the improvement in the 
school’s structures has been enor¬ 
mous. “I think what’s changed the 
most are the buildings,” said Mrs 
Weele, who lives in Sutton Cold¬ 
field. “I’ve been in a £32m new 
building for the last seven years of 
my career which is fantastic.” 


Mother who 
hit her son 
with belt is 
sent to jail 

A MOTHER who punished her young 
son by repeatedly striking him has been 
jailed for 15 months. 

The 41-year-old Latvian hit the child 
with a belt at their Smethwick home. 

She also slapped the boy’s face and 
once delivered a blow to his head that 
drew blood, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. Police were alerted when 
her latest partner - not the boy’s natural 
father - complained to police about her 
behaviour. 

She admitted hitting the child over the 
head with a coathanger when he would 
not stop running round a bedroom. The 
woman, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, had drunk two cans of cider and 
was feeling ‘tipsy’ at the time, said Mr 
Walter Bealby, prosecuting. 

Another day he kept running ahead 
of her as they walked home from school 
and made rude gestures when she com¬ 
plained. 

She beat him with a belt after they got 
home and, on other occasions, slapped 
him across the face. 

Mr Christopher Rodwell, defending, 
said she was stressed at the time amid 
fears her partner was having an affair. 
They had since broken up and her nine- 
year-old son was now in foster care. 
“Her world has fallen around her,” he 
concluded. 

The woman admitted three offences 
of child cruelty committed over a three- 
year period when the boy was aged be¬ 
tween five and eight. Judge Alan Parker 
told her: “You took out your frustration 
over your personal life on your son.” 

Chief's joy over 
borough's growth 

SANDWELL’S council leader says 
the borough is going from strength to 
strength after latest growth figures 
showed it was outperforming Birming¬ 
ham. 

The borough’s year on year growth to 
the end of March was 2.1 per cent - on 
par with Wolverhampton. 

Sandwell outshone Birmingham 
which could only achieve a 1.9 per cent 
growth. 

Walsall’s economy grew by 1.8 per 
cent while Dudley was trailing with just 
0.4 per cent growth. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor 
Darren Cooper, said: “Sandwell has 
grown from strength to strength, and 
the borough we see today is vastly dif¬ 
ferent from what we witnessed just a 
decade ago.”

Party time celebrates best of region

THE Black Country flag was flown 
with pride across the region as 
people came together to celebrate 
a shared industrial heritage. 

Chosen as it marks the anniver¬ 
sary of the invention of the New¬ 
comen Engine, built in Dudley in 
1712, July 14 was official Black 
Country Day. 

Celebratory events included a 
Black Country Variety Show took 
place at Great Bridge Library and 
Katie Fitzgeralds pub in Stour¬ 
bridge held a special comedy club. 

A 1970s-style bus drove around 
attractions in Sandwell to launch a 
packed series of festival activities. 

And social media was full of 
people wanting to express their 


own pride in the Black Country. 
West Bromwich West MP, Adrian 
Bailey, posted a picture of himself 
posing with the flag in his West¬ 
minster office. 

And Light House in Wolver¬ 
hampton showed off its own knit¬ 
ted version of the flag designed by 
Redhill schoolgirl Grade Shep¬ 
pard. Black Country Day was also 
the subject of a spectacular baking 
creation. Nikki Beese, of Dudley, 
created a dazzling delicacy depict¬ 
ing a day in the life of a typical 
Black Country ‘mon’. 

The top of the cake shows him 
working as a chainmaker, enjoying 
a tea of faggots and peas and then 
down at the pub with a pint and 


a pack of scratchings. Mrs Beese, 
said: “I knew I wanted to do the 
Black Country flag as the base as 
that’s the iconic picture of Black 
Country day. 

“Everyone recognises the flag 
wherever you see it. I did that then 
incorporated the Black Country 
mon in it and that was it really. It’s 
all the things that you recognise 
about the Black Country.” 

National Express had also em¬ 
blazoned 50 buses with the Black 
Country flag during July. Even 
over in Bromsgrove there was a 
demonstration of the traditional 
skill of handmade chain-making 
in the 19th century chainshop at 
Avoncroft Museum.

SUPPORT our flag - that was 
the message this week from 
MPs, council and commu¬ 
nity leaders who hit back at 
claims that the Black Coun¬ 
try flag is offensive. 

Anti-racism campaigner Pat¬ 
rick Vernon, OBE, insisted the 
area was ‘still in denial’ over its 
links to the slave trade. 

Following Tuesday’s Black Country 
Day - and the festival which has seen 
thousands celebrating the region’s 
history and culture - he pointed out 
that the chains on the official flag 
were a ‘disturbing’ image. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper has now invited Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-born Mr Vernon to visit the Black 
Country and see it for himself. He 
said: “It is simply wrong to say the flag 
is offensive. I’m inviting Mr Vernon to 
visit and see the diversity of our cul¬ 
ture.” 

Tom Watson, West Bromwich East 
MP said: “I love the flag. Patrick is the 
only person who has ever raised this 
concern and he must have an over ac¬ 
tive imagination.” 

Comment 

Valerie Vaz, MP for Walsall South, 
said: “The flag is a symbol of unity. 
Gracie Sheppard produced a clever 
design that inspires our multi-cultural 
present and future.” 

But Mr Vernon added: “If we were 
in America the chains logo would be 
seen as the equivalent to the Confed¬ 
erate Flag.” 

Mayor of Wolverhampton Ian 
Brookfield, said: “The flag has been 
flying for several years in an area pop¬ 
ulated by one million people. And not 
once in that time has anyone made a 
comment like this.” 

The flag was designed in 2012 the 
Stourbridge youngster. Her design 
was inspired by Elihu Burritt, the 
American consul to Birmingham who 
described the region as ‘black by day 


and red by night’. The white cone in 
the middle symbolises the Red House 
Glass Cone and the chains commemo¬ 
rate local industry. 

Organisers of Black Country Day 
celebrations said on their Facebook 
page: “A 12-year-old girl designed a 
flag that has united a community. The 
Black Country is a proud multicul¬ 
tural society.” 

Thousands of people celebrated the 
region’s history over the weekend in 
The Black Country Festival and Cra- 
dley Heath’s Women’s Chainmakers’ 
Festival. Mr Vernon, who grew up 
in All Saints, Wolverhampton, and is 


a former London Labour councillor, 
said the Black Country had shied away 
from addressing the role its industries 
played in slavery and that commu¬ 
nity leaders were trying to ‘pretend it 
never happened’. 

“The chain being used as a symbol 
in the flag is insensitive,” he said. 
“Shackles and manacles that were 
made by chainmakers in the Black 
Country were used to incarcerate 
slaves in North America, on planta¬ 
tions and in colonial Africa. 

“The chain is not a swastika or a 
Confederate flag but it is offensive. 
While I am in support of the festival 


and think it is a great idea, the Black 
Country has never done anything to 
acknowledge that slavery was key to 
its economic rise.” 

The flag was designed two years 
ago by Gracie Sheppard, now aged 14, 
who attends Redhill Secondary School 
in Stourbridge in a competition by the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

Black Country Festival organiser 
Steve Edwards said: “The truth is, 
there is no offence intended to white 
people or black people in the flag de¬ 
sign because like the flag, the festival 
is for everyone. We live in a proud 
multicultural society.” 
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Viva Brazil on 
its way to Brum 

A BRAZILIAN restaurant chain is to 
open a new site in Birmingham city 
centre. Viva Brazil will be in Bennetts 
Hill on the corner site that was pre¬ 
viously occupied by Indian restaurant 
Isaacs and, before that, Thai Orchid. 

The new 200-seat steak house res¬ 
taurant and bar on two floors repre¬ 
sents a £1.2 milli on investment and is 
creating 40 jobs. 

Viva Brazil first opened in Liver¬ 
pool in September 2010 and has since 
opened in Glasgow and Cardiff. The 
chain will also open a further site in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne this summer. 

Crematorium 
suite is opened 

A NEW £400,000 reception suite at 
Sandwell Valley Crematorium has 
been officially opened. 

The venue, which will be able to 
hold wakes and other functions on 
request, is believed to be the first of 
its kind in the West Midlands. There 
will be space for up to 80 mourners to 
gather after a funeral service. 

There will be dining and food prepa¬ 
ration areas, toilets and 22 extra park¬ 
ing spaces at the Newton Road site. 
The suite is also fully licensed. It fol¬ 
lows the success of a small cafe at the 
crematorium which opened in 2010. 

Labour hold seat 
in by-election 

LABOUR have held onto a seat in a 
Sandwell Council by-election, prompt¬ 
ed by the resignation of a councillor 
due to ill health. Keith Allcock has 
been elected to Newton Ward after it 
was vacated by Tony Underhill. 

Mr Allcock won the seat with 59 
per cent of the vote - 1,152 votes, 
beating Conservative stalwart Tony 
Ward, second, with 452 votes. UKIP’s 
Steve Latham was third with 310 and 
Green party candidate Murray Abbott 
in fourth. 

School may make 
way for housing 

A FORMER high school in Rowley Re¬ 
gis will be demolished to make way for 
more than 100 new homes under new 
plans. Redrow has revealed proposals 
for the site of St Michael’s CE High 
School in Throne Road. 

The buildings have been empty 
since 2011 when the school moved to 
its new site in Currall Road. 

The developer wants build an estate 
of 124 properties on the land. The ex¬ 
isting buildings and playground would 
be cleared to make way for the estate. 

£2m deal for firm 

A CRADLEY Heath firm has secured 
a £2 million contract. Lift & Engineer¬ 
ing Services Limited has been award¬ 
ed a four-year contract by Sandwell 
Council to provide a 24-hour repair 
service for lifts in the borough’s 55 
high-rise tower blocks and 5,000 low- 
rise properties.

Police catch up with £800k fraudster 


A FRAUDSTER who paid back just 
£1 of the £800,000 he pocketed by 
conning businesses out of cash has 
finally had his comeuppance almost 
10 years later. 

Hardip Malhi conned a number of 
firms by ordering goods from them, 
never paying for the items and then 
selling them on. 

The conman, who was 25 and lived 
in Tipton at the time, was convicted 


of conspiracy to defraud in 2006 and 
sentenced to 12 months in prison. 

Shortly after, it was determined his 
benefit from his crime was £803,831 
but because he had no known assets, 
he was told to pay back £1. But po¬ 
lice have since reopened his case and 
discovered Malhi had been paying off 
his mortgage and his house had in¬ 
creased in value, resulting in equity 
of £108,010. 


Malhi, now living in Woodland 
Drive, Rocester, Staffordshire, was 
taken back to Birmingham Crown 
Court on July 3 where it was ruled 
this amount should be confiscated. 
He was ordered to pay back the full 
amount within three months or go 
back to prison for five years. The 
confiscation order was made under 
the Proceeds Of Crime Act (POCA). 

Det Con Arran Fox, from West 


Midlands Police’s Economic Crime 
Unit, said: “POCA debts don’t get 
written off and stay with the person 
until they are paid. While Malhi has 
served his sentence, he still owes 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
to those he defrauded and it would 
be wrong for him to prosper while 
others remain out of pocket from his 
actions. As this case shows, crime re¬ 
ally doesn’t pay.” 


CCTV leads to rise 
in number of arrests

THE number of arrests 
made with the assistance 
of round-the-clock CCTV 
cameras in Sandwell in the 
past 12 months was three 
times higher compared to 
2011/12. 

More than 2,500 incidents of 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
were detected by the cameras, 
resulting in almost 120 arrests. 

They clocked a range of incidents 
from town centre violence to people 
failing to clean up after their dogs. 

Footage passed to police was used 
in at least one murder investigation, 
while teams also assisted with cases 
involving grievous bodily harm, 
wounding, robbery and sexual as¬ 
sault. In 2011/12, 40 people were ar¬ 
rested as a result of assistance from 
the surveillance team. This jumped 
up to 119 during 2014/15. 

A council team of 24 people mon¬ 
itor 441 CCTV cameras in the bor¬ 
ough. They take calls from the police 
to assist with incidents, while also 
alerting officers to offences caught 
on camera. 

Respond 

The monitoring system enables 
the team to keep a close eye on town 
centres in Sandwell and respond to 
crime quickly. Teams are also able 
to view more than 2,000 door entries 
at council flats in the borough. Au¬ 
thorities are becoming increasingly 
reliant on CCTV cameras to help 
detect crime and Sandwell Council 
said the rise in arrests cemented the 
‘hard-earned reputation of being a 
vital and effective service provider’. 

In total, 2,627 incidents of crime 
were recorded from the control room 
during 2014/15 in the borough. 

A council report said: “West Mid¬ 
lands Police are regular visitors to 
the control room having been to see 
us for help on dozens of occasions. 
In 2014/15 we have supplied them 
with CCTV footage of evidential 
quality on 119 occasions. In addi¬ 
tion we have assisted the police on a 
further 505 occasions in relation to 
various requests.”

A FISH and chip shop has reopened more than 30 years 
after the previous owner closed its doors. 

The Port Fish and Chips, in Dudley Port, has re¬ 
kindled fond memories for those living nearby and old 
enough to have enjoyed the grub at what was Guest Fish 
and Chips. 

New owner Manny Dhariwal believes it was last open 
in 1984 when the previous owner shut up shop but con¬ 
tinued to live at the property. 

Mr Dhariwal’s family ran the neighbouring Spar store 
for 20 years and kept an eye on the old chippy, asking 
the owners to let them know if they ever intended to sell 
it. “Sadly the old owner passed away three or four years 
ago,” Mr Dhariwal said. “The relatives came to us and 


asked if we were interested in buying it so we did and set 
about turning it back into a fish and chip shop. 

“The council gave us their full banking because they 
knew the site’s history. In the Black Country area it is 
a mini-landmark. Everyone knows where the old Guest 
chip shop was - they all say it was a great family-run 
place.” 

Mr Dhariwal, aged 30, set about restoring the prop¬ 
erty to what he says is a ‘traditional Black Country fish 
and chip shop’. He has taken on four full-time staff and 
intends to employ three more people in the near future 
at the shop which reopened earlier this month. Mr Dha¬ 
riwal added: “So far the reaction we have had has ex¬ 
ceeded expectations, it has been brilliant.” 


Heart attack 
shop worker 
felt she had 
indigestion 

A SHOP assistant drove herself to 
hospital with chest pain - only to be 
told she was having a heart attack. 

Lakhvinder Kaur ignored the in¬ 
creasingly severe pain for an entire 
day, dismissing it as possible heart¬ 
burn. But on arrival at Sandwell 
Hospital A&E, she was told her main 
artery had closed and a coronary an¬ 
gioplasty was immediately carried out 
to open it up. Within 15 minutes, the 
pain had gone. 

Colleagues of Lakhvinder, aged 
46, had advised her to leave work at 
Matalan after she began experienc¬ 
ing the pain. She said: “I was doing a 
long shift, 1pm until 9pm, and when 
my co-workers saw that I didn’t look 
well they suggested that I needed to 
go home and rest, but I didn’t want 
to do that. 

“I did give my shift the next day to 
one of my co-workers, as it was only 
a shorter shift, so that I could spend 
the next day relaxing.” After a rest¬ 
less night due to the pain, which con¬ 
tinued to build, she took her son to 
school and called her doctor. 

Lakhvinder, added: “I was told that 
the doctor wasn’t in. I then drove to 
the hospital and the pain continued to 
increase to the point that I had tears 
running down my face by the time I 
got to A&E.” 

Dr Derek Connolly, the consultant 
interventional cardiologist who per¬ 
formed the potentially life-saving cor¬ 
onary angioplasty and stenting, said: 
“People often assume they are not at 
risk of heart attacks and that their 
pain is simply indigestion.” 

Prisoner freed by 
mistake, tries pub 

A PRISONER freed by mistake hand¬ 
ed himself in after spending the day 
swigging back pints in a pub. 

Lewis Harwood, from Rugeley, was 
due to be kept on remand at private¬ 
ly-run HMP Birmingham, in Winson 
Green. 

G4S, which runs the prison, says 
the error happened after an out-of- 
hours fax from the courts was discov¬ 
ered too late. 

Reports say the 31-year-old, be¬ 
lieved to have been serving time for 
motoring offences, went to a nearby 
pub after his release on June 29. 

He had been drinking in the Soho 
Foundry Tavern pub, near Smeth¬ 
wick, while prison officials began their 
search after realising their mistake. 

Later that day Harwood handed 
himself in at the gates of the prison.

Police believe the cowardly crooks 
stormed past Miss Garvey, who had 
lived in the house all her life, after 
they knocked on the door of her home 
in Hall Green, Birmingham. 

The fled with two purses containing 
a small amount of cash. 

Det Con Tom Lyons from Stechford 


police station said the pensioner’s in¬ 
juries were minor but she has been 
left badly shaken by her ordeal. 

“Two purses were stolen in the 
terrifying raid which lasted just sec¬ 
onds,” he said. “They didn’t contain 
a lot of cash and the level of force 
used against Miss Garvey who lives 
alone was totally disproportionate. 
It’s heart-breaking to see the woman 
left battered and bruised and fretting 
over the crime. She has lived in the 
property all her life.” 

Police officers were at the scene on 
Hazelville Road, near the junction of 


Halewood Grove within five minutes 
of the emergency call and immedi¬ 
ately tended to the woman’s injuries 
before she was taken to hospital. 

“It’s unclear how many people were 
involved in the robbery but we know 
that at least one man entered the 
house,” added Det Con Lyons. 

People are urged to once again re¬ 
mind elderly relatives and neighbours 
only to open their doors to people they 
know. Door chains should be used 
when checking caller’s identity and 
suspicious characters should be re¬ 
ported to police immediately. 


Health workers set for 
increase to living wage 


HUNDREDS of hospital workers in 
Sandwell and Birmingham are in line 
for a pay rise after bosses pledged 
to offer them the living wage. 

Toby Lewis said he hopes the move 
which will ensure all staff at Sandwell 
Hospital get at least the £7.85 per hour 
wage will be mirrored across the NHS. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust has earmarked £35,000 this year to 
cover the increase in wages. 

A total of 225 staff, mostly health care assis¬ 
tants, will receive the pay boost from October 
1. The living wage is calculated according to the 
basic cost of living in the UK. 

All band one and lower spine band two - the 
lowest of current NHS pay bands - workers in 
the organisation will have a change in salary. 
The move doesn’t include apprentices. 

Chief executive Mr Lewis said: “This is dear 
to the hearts of many members of staff in the 
organisation. 

“The change will see all members of staff 
currently earning less than £7.85 per hour paid 
that amount as a minimum wage in the organ¬ 
isation. The job roles mainly affected by this 
change include health care assistants. 

Enforceable 

“This is definitely a step in the right direc¬ 
tion for the trust and it raises the hope that the 
entire NHS can follow suit.” 

The living wage is an informal benchmark, 
not a legally enforceable minimum level of pay 
like the national minimum wage. 

Employers choose to pay the living wage on 
a voluntary basis. The rate in London is set at 
£9.15 an hour. 

The living wage campaign was launched in 
2001 by parents in East London, who were 
frustrated that working two minimum wage 
jobs left no time for family life. 

The Royal Wolverhampton NHS Trust has 
also announced it will be paying staff the living 
wage from August 1. Currently, 458 employ¬ 
ees don’t hit the threshold. Trust bosses esti¬ 
mate that the change will cost the trust around 
£88,000 a year. 

The Sandwell trust’s pledge follows its an¬ 
nounced to spend up to £4 million during the 
next 12 months on projects proposed by medical 
staff to help improve patient care. One of the 
approved projects is an investment of £100,000 
in physiotherapy for workers as the common 
cause of staff sickness is muscle injury. 


Fundraiser is breath of fresh air

MEMBERS of a ladies gym have 
raised funds to help treat a breath¬ 
ing condition after discovering five 
of its members suffer from the 
illness. 

Obstructive sleep apnoea, where 
the walls of the throat relax and 
narrow during sleep, can result in 
severe tiredness and mood swings 
but often goes undiagnosed. 

When members of Unique Fit¬ 
ness 4 Ladies in Dudley presented 
with these symptoms during their 
gym induction, several suspected 
they had diabetes. 

Manager Raj Kaur, explained: 
“We got those members to record 
their sleeping at night and that is 
how we figured out they had sleep 
apnoea. Five members have got the 
condition.” 

Having monitored their sleep, 
Mrs Kaur added one of her mem¬ 
bers had found her airway had 
blocked 71 times in a single hour’. 
In a bid to help those members with 
the condition, Mrs Kaur set about 
raising money to help with treat¬ 
ment. 

Through a raffle, an open day 
and a two-and-a-half hour continu¬ 
ous aerobic session, the gym raised 
a total of £2,502 which has paid 
for five continuous positive airway 
pressure (CPAP) devices for Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

The machines, which have to be 
worn though the night, deliver a 
continuous supply of compressed 
air which prevent the throat from 
closing. 

Mrs Kaur said several of her 
members were now using the CPAP 
device and have immediately no¬ 
ticed the benefits. 

She added: “Since our members 
have been using the machine they 
have felt much better. Their blood 
pressure has dropped and they do 
not feel so angry during the day.””

Thousands join 
protest on zone 

MORE than 3,600 people have signed 
petitions against plans to create a con¬ 
troversial enterprise zone beside the 
M5 in Halesowen. 

The proposals have proven contro¬ 
versial due to fears the development 
site could include part of the green 
belt. An online petition called Save 
Halesowen’s Countryside has been 
signed by more than 3,090 people. 

While Halesowen and Rowley Regis 
MP James Morris has also launched a 
petition following concerns raised by 
constituents, which has more than 
540 signatures. 

Woman injured 
in bus collision 

A WOMAN was seriously injured after 
being hit by a bus in West Bromwich. 

Police were called to the scene at 
St Michaels Street at the junction of 
West Bromwich Ringway at 8.40am on 
Monday. The woman, believed to be in 
her mid-30s, was treated for head and 
pelvic injuries and taken to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, Birmingham. 

West Midlands Ambulance spokes¬ 
man, John Hawker, said: “Following 
her condition being stabilised the 
woman was transferred to Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital for further assessment 
and emergency treatment.”

Country’s biggest retail parks says 
they have already had interest from 
national restaurant groups. 

As part of the overhaul of Wednes-

Our flag is 
all about 
celebrating 
industries 

THERE are a lot of things about The 
Beatles’ song Penny Lane which I find 
offensive. The turgid, sentimental lyrics. 
The dreary, depressing tune. The slack- 
jawed, disbelief which inevitably follows 
the confession that I don’t actually like 
The Beatles. 

Look, they’re just a pop group, like any 
other, and I don’t like them, OK? 

However, no reasonable person would 
ever dream of criticising the song be¬ 
cause it celebrates a street which was 
named after a slave trader. The link is just 
too tenuous. 

Which brings us to Patrick Vernon, an 
anti-racism campaigner who for the most 
bizarre of reasons, has taken offence at 
the Black Country flag. 

Mr Vernon, who grew up in Wol¬ 
verhampton before moving to the Big 
Smoke, finds the image of a chain in the 
Black Country flag “offensive”, saying it 
has connotations with the slave trade. 

Oh, gerrover yerself, Mr Vernon, yo’m a 
very saft mon. 

The Black Country flag has nothing to 
do with slavery, it is about celebrating the 
industries which put this region at the 
forefront of the Industrial Revolution. 

Mr Vernon says the Black Country 
glosses over its role in the slave trade. 
But slavery in Britain ended in 1807, and 
it seems absurd that Mr Vernon expects 
us to feel apologetic for the fact that in 
another century people in other countries 
used our chain for nefarious purposes. 

Perhaps Mr Vernon has been in Lon¬ 
don for too long. 

Down in the great metropolis, they’re 
obsessed with diversity and multicultur- 
alism, emphasising what makes us dif¬ 
ferent, 

But in the Black Country, there is no 
diversity, and only one culture. Black, 
white, rich or poor, it doh matter, because 
under the skin we’m all Black Country - 
we’re all links in the Black Country chain, 
and that bond is far stronger than any¬ 
thing that might divide us. 

Hope yo ‘ad a bostin’ Black Country 
Day.

Footballing legend Pele has 
come to the city, or at least 
his image has, in an exhibition 
which is causing quite a stir 

HE is a global footballing icon, 
known for his samba skills and 
adored by fans and peers. 

And now Pele has made his way to Wol¬ 
verhampton - not quite in person, but as 
an art form. 

Castle Galleries,Victoria Street, is showcas¬ 
ing a Pele collection, which highlights his ca¬ 
reer through some captivating images. 

The photos range between the 1950s and 
1970s when he was accompanied by renowned 
photographer Jose Dias Herrera, who cap¬ 
tured his rise from budding athlete to world¬ 
wide idol. 

Herrera gained unprecedented access to 
Pele’s personal life and victories on the field, 
creating iconic photographs that would shape 
his image for decades. 

The collection, Art Life Football - Herrera 
Archive, consists of eight images capturing a 
series of emotions and moments which will 
resonate with people across the globe. 

Spanning 

Pele was voted World Player of the Century 
in 1999, after a career spanning more than two 
decades with 1281 goals in 1363 games. 

He’s the only player to have won three 
World Cups in 1958, 1962 and 1970 and is 
Brazil’s top scorer with 77 goals in 92 games. 

Art Consultant Sophie Ruggles, aged 22, 
said: “These pieces are definitely some of the 
best we have in the gallery. 

“Passersby have taken such an interest and 
we’ve seen a rise in people coming to take a 
look into the store. 

“To be honest I’ve learnt so much from peo¬ 
ple telling me nostalgic stories about Pele and 
their fond memories of watching him back in 
the 70s and 80s. 

“He’s a worldwide icon and to have signed 
photos from such a footballing treasure is an 
honour for the gallery.” 


After spending 18 years with his beloved San¬ 
tos FC, winning multiple national and interna¬ 
tional trophies, he joined the New York Cosmos 
of the North American Soccer League (NASL) 
in 1975. 

During his three years in New York, he led 
the Cosmos to the 1977 NASL title, bringing 
great excitement and inspiration to young play¬ 
ers and fans in the United States. 

He brought his glittering career to an end on 
October 1, 1977, in front of a sold out Giants 
Stadium. Touchingly, he played the first half for 
the Cosmos and the second half for Santos.

Terrifying ordeal for 
shop victim of attack 



A DANGEROUS liquid was 
thrown into the face of a 
shopkeeper in Tividale be¬ 
fore he was slashed with a 
knife in a terrifying unpro¬ 
voked attack. 

Dad-of-five Mohammed Tariq 
was behind the counter at Life¬ 
style Express in Tividale Road 
when a ‘suspicious-looking’ man 
entered the shop. 

The attacker walked over to pay for 
a carton of juice, handed coins over 
then suddenly doused Mr Tariq with 
the liquid - believed to be weak ammo¬ 
nia - and cut his cheek with a Stanley 
knife. 

The excruciating pain from the am¬ 
monia burn meant Mr Tariq didn’t 
even feel the cut to his face. 

Mr Tariq, aged 38, of Princes Road, 
Tividale said he felt like his face was 
on fire. 

“He looked a bit suspicious and 
came over to pay me for a carton of 
juice and then threw something in my 
face,” he said. 

“It came out of nowhere and my face 
just started burning. 

“I ran for water, took a bottle from 
the fridge and started washing my 
face. 

“I’ve never felt anything like that 
before.” 

The attacker, who was wearing a 
black baseball cap, a black Nike top 
and dark trousers, spent around 90 
seconds inside the shop before launch¬ 
ing the acid attack on his victim on 
July 7 at around 3.25pm. 

The fluid was contained in a Volvic 
water bottle which he clutched by his 
side in a Tesco carrier bag. 

A second man who left the store 
prior to the attack may have been 
connected to the attacker, as the pair 
appeared to exchange words moments 
before the attack. 

The two men are thought to be ei¬ 


ther in their late teens or early twen¬ 
ties. CCTV in the store captured the 
frightening attack in its entirety. 

Paramedics took Mr Tariq to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital in Dudley and he 
has been left with two gashes on his 
cheek and noticeable reddening from 
the acid. 

The store was closed for two or three 
hours while police searched the prem¬ 
ises. 

Mr Tariq’s brother-in-law Gaz 
Khan, who has lived in the Tividale 
area for three decades, runs the shop 


and rushed straight to the scene after 
he was told what had taken place. 

Mr Khan, aged 34, said he was ap¬ 
palled by the attack and it had made 
him question his future at the shop. 

He said: “Nothing like this has hap¬ 
pened before and I’ve had the shop for 
eight or nine years. Afterwards you do 
think ‘is it worth it?”’

Jenny's journey helps 
with advice on cancer 


NHS HEROES 

ONCE again we focus some of our time 
on the quiet heroes of the NHS, from 
a wide variety of backgrounds doing a 
wide variety of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust is one of the Black 
Country’s largest NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many of 
whom live locally. 

This week we highlight: 

JENNIFER DONOVAN 
Cancer Service Manager 



YOU don’t always need to ac¬ 
tually experience something 
to enable you to empathise 
and help people who do, but 
sometimes it helps. 

Enter Jenny Donovan the can¬ 
cer services manager at Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust (SWBH). 

Jenny has been nursing patients in 
the NHS for the last 34 years - the last 
15 of which she has done so as cancer 
services manager. 

Diagnosed with breast cancer in 
2013, Jenny, aged 53, uses her direct 
experience of her diagnosis and treat¬ 
ment to provide as much support as 
possible to cancer patients and their 
families on their journey battling with 
cancer. 

Jenny started nursing training in 
1981 in Hertfordshire and early on she 
focused on new ways to help cancer 
patients. She said: “I still remember 
when my grandfather was diagnosed 
with cancer, I felt like part of him was 
gone because of the condition. 

“His positive energy was not there 
and that made me so sad. I just wished 
that I could do something different so 
cancer patients could cope with the 
condition more positively. That was 
why I chose to become a cancer spe¬ 
cialist nurse.” 

Jenny added: “Before I took on the 
role, I had two options. I could either 
focus on being a nurse or take the sen¬ 
ior management path. It was a tough 
choice for me because I had always 
wanted to care for people and nursing 
gave me that opportunity to be close 
to patients, especially at the most dif¬ 
ficult time in their life. 

However, I knew that my manage¬ 
ment role would enable me to give 
more as I would be able to make sig¬ 
nificant decisions to help more people 
and improve patient experience in 
general.” 


With clear goals and determination, 
Jenny and her team deliver excellent 
programmes that help improve cancer 
patients’ experience at the hospital. 
The team always strives to meet na¬ 
tional targets in helping patients get 
their treatment in time; they work 
with the multi-disciplinary teams 
closely to ensure patients have a suit¬ 
able treatment plan through their 
pathways. 

“For the past four years, the team 
has been organising annual fairs for 
cancer patients, friends and family. 
In 2014, the team received the trust 
annual staff ‘Patient Engagement’ 
award for their constant effort inim¬ 
proving patient experience. They are 
now working with the cardiac rehabil¬ 
itation team to deliver a pilot project 
called ‘physical activity and wellness 
programme for cancer’. 

By enrolling, patients complete an 
exercise programme that has been 
personally designed for them. 

In fact Jenny herself is one of the 
volunteers to sign up for this pro¬ 
gramme, because after her diagnosis 
she knows how important it is for her 
to keep up her exercise for her own 


well-being. Thinking back to her diag¬ 
nosis, Jenny recounted: “At that time, 
I felt it was my responsibility to be pos¬ 
itive because that was what I always 
encouraged my patients to be and due 
to my role in cancer services. 

“When I underwent treatment, I fo¬ 
cused on the journey ahead and how 
to get through it, and didn’t let myself 
get emotional, however that was not 
the best thing to do. After having the 
surgery for 16 hours, I was told that 
they had found that I also had heart 
problem and vitamin D deficiencies 
having been very well all my life. 

“After eight months, I started feel¬ 
ing depressed and emotional. I ques¬ 
tioned myself whether I was still fit 
for the job that I am doing. Luckily, 
I received so much support from my 
family, friends and colleagues. 

“I am supporting a bid to Macmillan 
to set up this programme. I am hopeful 
that it will help to change the mindset 
of many patients.” 

Jenny is the Chairman of West Mid¬ 
lands Cancer Leads for Managers and 
Nurses group. Her role is to link all of 
the cancer clinicians together to share 
best practice and help each other.

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Owl’s well for start of a real city hoot

A PARLIAMENT of owls will be flock¬ 
ing to Birmingham Museum & Art 
Gallery for the launch of this year’s 
The Little Hoot. 

More than 114 schools and 25,000 
students have been involved with the 
fundraiser, which aims to raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. 

Pupils from each school have spent 
nine months decorating their 3ft-tall 
fibreglass owlet sculptures ready to go 
on display as part of the city-wide pub¬ 
lic art exhibition. 

The ‘Little Hoot’ exhibition is made 
of 26 of the sculptures while others 


will take up residence at a number of 
Birmingham Museum Trust attrac¬ 
tions including the museum and art 
gallery’s Edwardian Tea Room, Aston 
Hall Sarehole Mill, Blakesley Hall and 
Soho House as part of the owlet trail. 

They were unveiled before a further 
89 life-sized large owl sculptures go on 
display at public spaces across the city 
on July 20. 

The 5ft 5 inch sculptures have been 
decorated by artists, creative commu¬ 
nity groups - and Brummie rocker 
Ozzy Osbourne - and have been spon¬ 
sored by local businesses. 

They will remain perched across 


the city for 10 weeks before being auc¬ 
tioned off to raise funds for Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital. The smaller 
owlets will be returned to the schools 
that made them as a permanent me¬ 
mento of their contribution to The Big 
Hoot. 

Manager of Birmingham Museum 
& Art Gallery (BMAG) Gurminder 
Kenth, said: “We are delighted to be 
so heavily involved with The Big Hoot. 

“BMAG will become home to the 
biggest collection of owlet sculptures 
in the city whilst some of the stunning 
life-sized sculptures will take up resi¬ 
dence at other BMT attractions.”

A PRIMARY school is embracing the 
great outdoors by opening a new out¬ 
door garden. 

Staff and pupils at George Betts Pri¬ 
mary Academy in Smethwick, opened 
the new area with a storytelling ses¬ 
sion with parents. 

The green space is also intended to 
be used as an outdoor learning area, 
with hopes of outdoor lessons taking 
place in it from next year. 

Vicki Hand, who is a teacher at the 
school, said: “We went up the Lickey 
Hills and allowed the children to get 
their inspiration for the garden from 
there. Throughout the planning it’s all 


been about the children and what they 
would like to have in the area. On the 
opening day we had a great response 
from the parents who came along and 
we hope to continue to get them in¬ 
volved in the area next year too. We 
intend to have some lessons outdoors 
in it too, as it’s a great area for the 
children to get creative in.” 

The garden was officially named 
‘Totem’- meaning a sacred place or 
symbol that serves as an emblem of 
a group of people, such as a family in 
native America. 

The space has also taken on the na¬ 
tive American theme with wicker shel¬ 


ters, bamboo dens, a greenhouse and 
a bug house. The garden was partially 
funded by the Big Lottery Fund, and 
then match funded by the school. 

Universal Learning who are a com¬ 
pany that designs, builds and installs 
21st century learning spaces to deliver 
creative learning projects for primary 
school children were involved in the 
planning stages. 

Miss Hand said: “Universal Learn¬ 
ing really supported the children with 
different projects and worked along¬ 
side the school in putting together the 
garden area. “The children absolutely 
love it.” 


Express & Star 
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Couple are helping other 
parents cope with loss 


BLACK Country couple Libby Mar¬ 
tin and Rob Gazzard have turned 
personal tragedy into help for others 
after their baby Beatrice was still¬ 
born and they spent less than 24 
hours with her. 

Seeking to provide comfort to 
other parents who lose their babies, 
the couple are helping fund memory 
boxes, as well raising almost £4,000 
for a special hospital cooling cot. 

Libby’s family run a business 
called Bea’s Booth which hires out 
a photo booth for special occasions. 
For every client the couple pay for 
a memory box through the charity 
4Louis, which is then provided to a 
UK hospital for other parents. 

Libby, aged 24, and fiance Rob, 
26, said a memory box provided by 
4Louis helped to ease their pain 
after Beatrice died at Birmingham 
City Hospital in December last year. 


Ms Martin said: “It was important 
to us as a family that we gave some¬ 
thing back and that it was linked 
somehow to helping others in our 
situation so, for every photo booth 
hired, we sponsor a box. 

“Each box contains various things 
to help grieving families make mem¬ 
ories with their baby including 
special printing paper to take hand 
and foot prints, two teddies, one for 
the baby and one for you, and clay 
to take hand and foot prints. The 
memory box provided us with the 
only thing we could take away from 
our meeting with our daughter. It’s 
invaluable to parents who have lost 
their baby. .” 

The couple from Stourbridge, who 
now live in Sutton Coldfield, have 
raised almost £4,000 and provided 
Birmingham City Hospital with a 
cooling cot.

Empty shop move 
by discount firm 

A DISCOUNT department store is expected to take over 
an empty high street shop in Smethwick after plans 
were submitted for new signs. 

The Original Factory Shop is seeking planning permis¬ 
sion to erect the signs at the former Tesco Express prem¬ 
ises in Bearwood Road. The supermarket giant axed the 
store in March with the loss of 13 posts. 

Councillor Bob Piper welcomed the application, which 
seeks approval to have their signs in place until 2020. 

He said: “Nearly all the shops at that end of Bearwood 
Road are empty. When the Tesco store went it left quite 
a void. That is why we are quite pleased to see another 
major outlet come to Bearwood. 

“What we really want to get is increased footfall at 
that end of Bearwood Road. They have been spending £5 
million on Lightwoods House and Park and it would help 
if we could get some shops in to drag footfall between the 
park and the high street.” 

A spokesman for The Original Factory Shop said the 
Bearwood store was on a list of sites which probably will 
open, but a date for opening had not been confirmed. 


Therapy on 
offer for 
abusive 
partners 


ABUSIVE partners responsible for domestic 
violence are being targeted by a new service 
which will aim to try and make them change 
their ways. 

The Brighter Futures scheme is being launched 
by the Fry Housing Trust in partnership with 
Sandwell Council and is aiming to cut down on re¬ 


peat offending in homes. 

Around 5,000 calls are 
made every year in Sandwell 
to report domestic violence. 
From 2011 to 2013 one in 
five victims were abused by 
a repeat offender, while the 
majority of incidents involve 
families with children. 

Men and women with a 
previous history of domes¬ 
tic violence will be targeted, 
as well as those thought to 
be at risk of harming their 
partner. They will be asked 
to attend 10 sessions, deliv¬ 
ered either on a group or 
one-to-one basis. 

Confident 

Each session will aim to 
make violent partners rec¬ 
ognise the impact of their 
actions, encourage them to 
set goals and change their 
behaviour in the future. 

Rob Donath, chief execu¬ 
tive of Fry Housing Trust, is 
confident the project will be 
able to make offenders turn 
over a new leaf. 

He cited success of the 
scheme in Coventry, where 
90 per cent of victims re¬ 
ported they felt safer in 
their homes after their part¬ 
ners took part. 

Mr Donath said: “If we 
are going to reduce repeat 
incidents of domestic vi¬ 
olence in Sandwell then

it’s vital that we break the 
cycle of offending and place 
a focus on getting these 
people into perpetrator pro¬ 
grammes. Our Brighter Fu¬ 
tures initiative will aim to 
do just that. 

“The outcomes will be 
three-fold; we will not only 
see a reduction in reported 
incidents of new cases of 
domestic violence but we 
will also see fewer repeat 
incidents, and we will also 
help victims and families 
feel safer in their homes and 
communities. We always put 
victim safety first.” 

Councillor Yvonne 
Davies, Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for adult 
social care and health, said: 
“I welcome this new initia¬ 
tive for Sandwell, which has 
already made a big differ¬ 
ence for victims of domestic 
abuse in Coventry.” 

Fry Housing Trust will 
be working closely with 
Sandwell Women’s Aid. 

“Sandwell Women’s Aid 
supports more than 4,000 
women, children and men 
affected by domestic abuse 
and sexual violence a year - 
but this is only the tip of the 
iceberg. 


More parcels to be 
processed by firm 

BOSSES at a parcel delivery firm in the Black Country 
which has won approval to expand its site said it will allow 
the firm to deal with increasing numbers of parcels as more 
shoppers turn to the internet. 

Yodel, which has a main sorting centre on the Willen- 
hall and Darlaston border, will open up more HGV parking 
spaces on land next to the site. The extra 105 spaces, given 
the nod by Walsall Council, will enable the firm to grow by 
allowing more deliveries from the site. The spaces will be 
on land between Owen Road and Willenhall Road. 

The plans are expected to provide a jobs boost for the 
area. Elizabeth Bateman, spokeswoman for Yodel, said: 
“The planning consent gives us the option, should we wish, 
to expand the parking bays at our Willenhall site. 

“With the number of parcels being sent increasing as 
more of us turn to the internet for our shopping, this would 
give us extra resource to handle the additional volume.”

Rolling out 
back to past

A demonstration at the 
Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum on Saturday showed 
how iron and steel bars 
were reduced in size or al¬ 
tered by the mill, as part of 
the Black Country week¬ 
end, but will also be tak¬ 
ing place on Bank Holiday 
Monday, August 31, from 
10am to 5pm. 

Iron bars are heated up 
in a cast iron furnace and 
then passed through the 
mill several times to re¬ 
duce the size of the section. 


Pictures are a roaring tribute 
to lift with the Lion estate folk 


THEY are images that have frozen an Oldbury hous¬ 
ing estate in time, capturing people going about their 
everyday business. 

It may not have been the Ritz, but for the people of the Lion 
Farm estate it was the place they called home. And the man 
responsible for creating the images, photographer Robert Clay¬ 
ton, is equally defensive of a place that has become close to his 
heart. 


It was in 1990 as a wide-eyed 
photography student that Robert 
first set eyes on the estate. 

There was something about it 
that caught his attention. It was 
far from perfect - tower blocks 
dominated the skyline in a rather 
grim-looking landscape, but nev¬ 
ertheless it had a certain charm. 

Robert wanted to document life 
on a typical housing estate, long 
before programmes like Benefits 
Street came along. 

The people living there may not 
have been dealt the best deal in 
life, but they got on with it and 
made the best of what they had. 
In Robert’s words, it was neither 
Utopia or a sink estate. 

He was invited into the homes 
of residents and he photographed 
them going about their everyday 
lives, be it watching television or 
smoking a cigarette. It may only 
be 25 years ago, but many of the 
images have dated, with bulky 
TVs and VCRs on show. 

More than a quarter of a cen¬ 
tury on, his photographs now 
have been made into a hardbacked 
book - Estate - and have recently 
gone on display at the Library of

Birmingham. Robert, from Worces¬ 
ter, was studying at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton University and stumbled on 
the estate while driving round the 
Black Country looking for an area 
to snap. The 48-year-old said: “I 
just found it. I was driving around 
looking to photograph a housing 
estate. 

“I came from a council estate 
myself and I didn’t think that sort 
of environment had been shown 
to the wider public. Unless you 
come from an estate like that you 
wouldn’t really know what it was 
like. When I drove in it was just as 
they were preparing for the demo¬ 
lition of part of it and it appeared 
a bit bleaker than it ought to be. 

“I was trying to be as honest as 
possible, I was trying not to impose 
any view but just showing reality. 

“I was born in 1966 and there 
was a lot of optimism around then, 
it seemed like things were possible. 
But things seemed to change.”

Dus routes: 
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Floozie gets floral 
as leaks stemmed 



No longer the Floozie in the Jacuzzi, now Birmingham cen¬ 
tre’s famous landmark is the maiden in the garden 

ONE of Birmingham’s most recognisable city centre land¬ 
marks has been given a colourful makeover. The Floozie in 
the Jacuzzi fountain in Victoria Square has been filled with 
flowers and plants for the summer months. 

Blooms have transformed the upper pool housing the 
Floozie, the lower pool which features two smaller statues 
and the cascade steps between the two. The eye-catching 
floral displays will be in place at the fountain, which has 
not been fully operational since 2013 due to a leak, while 
work towards repairing it goes on behind the scenes. 

The city council is looking to fully repair the river foun¬ 
tain next year after initial work failed to fix the leak. 

Bosses say a full feasibility study is required to establish 
the full extent of the problem and the cost and timescale of 
repairing it. The study is expected to take place in January. 

Deputy leader Councillor Ian Ward said: “As a city, we 
have won national recognition for our high quality floral 
displays, as evidenced by our continued success at the Chel¬ 
sea Flower Show, so it is a logical progression to extend this 
expertise to one of our best known landmarks.” 


Gas project 
to result in 
closures of 
town roads 


PART of Cradley Heath High Street will shut 
for almost two months to allow for a £100,000 
gas works scheme, sparking anger from 
traders who say they weren’t told. 

Shop owners have reacted angrily to the news that 
a stretch of busy road, between St Anne’s Road and 
the West Bromwich Building Society, will be shut to 


drivers from August 19. 

They say the closure will 
have a major impact on 
trade and claim they were 
not told about the work 
until now. 

Roy Chumber, owner of 
Cradley Heath DIY, said: 
“Nobody had told me and I 
have been her 30 years. I am 
angry because they should 
notify us before agreeing 
to the repairs. I pay nearly 
£900 each month in rent.” 

Rajesh Sethi, manager of 
the Ransons discount store, 
added: “Many of the people 
who come into the shop are 
just passing through. If the 
road is closed, who will come 
down this part of the road? 
There will be nobody here. I 
am very concerned.” 

The closure, which will be 
in place until October 10, 
is one of four in the town 
centre to run consecutively 
while National Grid digs

up the road to replace a gas 
main. Work is being done 
to replace a metal gas main 
with a hard-wearing plastic 
pipe which will require less 
maintenance. 

The first closure is 
Graingers Lane between 
High Street and Station 
Street for seven days from 
July 20, during which bus 
services 53 and 243 will di¬ 
vert. This will be followed by 
the closure of Cradley Road 
between Graingers Lane 
and Station Street from July 
28 to August 8. 

A third closure on St 
Anne’s Road between High 
Street and Foxoak Street 
will be for nine days from 
August 9 before the main 
closure in High Street, when 
drivers will be diverted via 
St Anne’s Road, Foxoak 
Street and Newtown Lane.

Service with a smile - town's shops 
for workforce at the heart of industry 


THE vicinity of Darlaston Green 
once boasted one of the greatest 
concentrations of industrial ac¬ 
tivity in the world. 

So many thousands of people worked 
at this pulsating gathering of great 
factories that when the bulls sounded 
for the end of the day it was as if a tide 
of humanity poured down Richards 
Street, along Willenhall Road and up 
Lower Green. 

A town of less than 25,000 people even 
at its peak, yet its manufacturers impacted 
powerfully on the global market. 

By 1911 more than 6,000 people were 
making nuts and bolts in the Black Coun¬ 
try, and the great majority of them were 
now employed in Darlaston. 

Names like GKN and Charles Richards 
resonated with manufacturing excellence, 
but Darlaston did not rely only on nuts and 
bolt makers like these for its prosperity. 
Another company pushed itself into the

limelight through its innovation, design and 
quality products. 

It was Rubery Owen. In the 1880s the 
brothers J T and T W Rubery started a fac¬ 
tory in Booth Street for making light steel 
roof work, fencing, gates and the occasional 
bridge. Later, T W left the business, and in 
1893 his brother went into partnership with 
Alfred Ernest Owen. In 1910, Owen became 
sole owner and with his acute vision he 
added an aviation department, so allowing 
Rubery Owen to supply small aircraft com¬ 
ponents in the First World War. 

And it was as a powerhouse of industry 
that Darlaston became one of the most 
prosperous working-class towns in Eng¬ 
land. That prosperity was reflected in the 
small but bustling town centre packed with 
shops. These and others elsewhere in Dar¬ 
laston are the subject of an exciting new 
book called ‘Shops and Clubs of Darlaston 


throughout the Years’. A Heritage Lottery 
Fund project, it has been compiled by that 
unflagging digger and delver into the past of 
the town he loves so well - Tony Highfield. 

His latest publication emphasises: “Dar¬ 
laston once had a thriving shopping cen¬ 
tre, full of busy shops, providing all kinds 
of products and services. “The town had 
a wonderful, vibrant atmosphere and was 
often full of happy shoppers, sometimes 
passing the time of day with friends and 
neighbours in King Street, Church Street, 
High Street or Pinfold Street.” 

Among the contributors are Brenda and 
John Evans, who have many fond memo¬ 
ries of Bedworth’s. They write: “Leonard 
Bedworth started up his business with a 
horse and cart from a warehouse on Darlas¬ 
ton Road next door to the Kings Arms pub 
which like every business at the time was 
hard work. Then he opened the shops in 
King Street which was a fruit and vegetable 
shop and a wet fish shop opposite the Lion 
pub. Then they moved to the supermarket 
that used to belong to Littlewoods. Over the 


road, there was a flower shop that was run 
by Cynthia Bedworth, Leonard’s daughter. 

“His sons Ken and Barry helped out in 
the shops. I started working at Bedworth’s 
in 1958 aged 16 years old. I worked in the 
grocery when I started and I left Bedworth’s 
34 years later. I was a manageress due to 
being promoted over time. John Evans also 
worked for Bedworth’s.” 

Betty Dixon, nee Horne, also has won¬ 
derful memories of Darlaston’s shops. She 
recalls: “As a young 14-year-old girl back in 
1954,1 was allowed to have a part-time job 
and as my sister Brenda already had one 
in Littlewoods, Darlaston, I applied there 
where I was accepted but was only allowed 
to work four hours per week due to my age. 

‘Shops and Clubs of Darlaston’ is 
launched tomorrow at Darlaston All Ac¬ 
tive, 75 Willenhall Road, Darlaston WS10 
8JG. Entry is £2.50 on the door for a 7pm 
start and the book will be available free, 
with a film show, buffet and entertainment 
included.

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Survey says we should go it alone

COUNCILS in the Black Country 
should go it alone and reject plans to 
link up with Birmingham, according 
to hundreds of people who took part in 
an Express & Star survey. 

The Your Black Country question¬ 
naire in The Chronicle’s sister daily 
newspaper also revealed that the ma¬ 
jority of residents still feel proud to 
live in the region. 

Though they were concerned that 
the area was often overlooked when 
it came to investment, it was felt that 
the Black Country will still be remem¬ 
bered in 30 years time. 

Readers were also asked if they liked 


the idea of a Black Country mayor - 
and Carl Chinn was named as the fa¬ 
vourite for the post, with 45 per cent, 
finishing ahead of rock legend Robert 
Plant. 

Mr Chinn revealed that he would 
consider taking up the role if one was 
ever devised. He added: “If people 
thought I could do it I would have to 
give it serious thought.” 

Council leaders across the Black 
Country, Birmingham and Solihull 
met earlier this month to set out their 
bid to the Government for devolved 
powers to oversee transport spending, 
skills and attracting investment. 


But some 60 per cent of readers 
were against the West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority (WMCA), and 55.7 per 
cent said the Black Country councils 
should unite and go it alone without 
Birmingham. 

The phrase ‘Greater Birmingham’ 
appeared regularly in comments peo¬ 
ple had made on their survey forms, as 
they fear the Black Country will lose 
its identity under that name. But that 
title has already been rejected by coun¬ 
cil leaders in favour of WMCA. 

In other results from the survey, 
77.9 per cent said that they were 
proud to live in the Black Country.

A BELLY full of good food, the sun 
beating down and a chilled glass 
of white wine in hand , it’s fair to 
say I was one satisfied diner. 

There’s something about the laid- 
back vibe, friendly atmosphere and 
great food at The Crown at Wergs in 
Wolverhampton, which keeps luring 
me back time after time. 

And on my recent visit, once again I 
wasn’t disappointed. We struck lucky, it 
was a blistering hot Sunday afternoon and 
so we chose to sit outside in the front gar¬ 
den. 

And if the weather wasn’t as gorgeous as 
it had been, we’d have been happy enough 
inside as the surroundings are classy and 
the decor modern. 

It’s the kind of place that you want to 
make an effort for - if you pop in, get a little

dressed up - it’s more than just a bog-stand¬ 
ard pub and to be fair, I think The Crown 
knows it. 

There is plenty of room inside, with lux¬ 
urious furnishings, huge tables for large 
groups as well as places to sit at the bar. 
The Sunday papers were stacked up on our 
visit too (a nice touch), so we grabbed a cou¬ 
ple and settled in with a Pinot Grigio and a 
pint of cider as we looked over the menus. 

Normally I stick to the same foods when¬ 
ever I eat out, but the menu at The Crown 
was so good I wanted to try something new. 

I’ve also got a bit of a habit of looking 
at the dessert menu first, choosing what I 
want and then figuring out what else I can 
fit in so I’m not too full. Is it just me that 
does that? So deciding I was definitely hav¬ 
ing the apple tart I could go all out with my 


first two courses. The starters were difficult 
to choose from. My friend had already set 
his heart on the Beech mushrooms dish and 
I eventually went for the warm Melusine 
goat’s cheese crottin with beetroot carpac¬ 
cio and borage honey. 

Sweetness 

The dish was summer on a plate, warm, 
gooey, sharp cheese was balanced by the 
beetroot, while the sweetness of the honey 
added a very pleasant extra. My friend’s 
mushrooms arrived in a creamy and rich 
white wine and black garlic veloute. The 
mushrooms were tender, the poached egg 
was perfectly runny and yellow and the and 
pistou brioche added a contrasting texture. 

The main courses were as difficult to 
choose from as the starters, I could have 
devoured pretty much anything on the list. 
But in the end it was the duck that I went 


with. The Gressingham duck leg confit was 
moist, the waffle was sweet and a surpris¬ 
ing delight. Together with the sweet potato 
and honey roasted pineapple it made for a 
sugary dish, but I thought it was divine.My 
friend’s fillet steak was a hunk of juicy meat 
and was a real quality cut which was cooked 
perfectly medium rare. 

We were getting too full for dessert, but 
I’d already decided what I was having. The 
warm tarte aux pommes was exactly as I’d 
hoped it would be. Thinly sliced apples on 
wafer thin pastry and with the creamiest 
vanilla ice cream. My friend wolfed down 
his salted caramel chocolate pot - gooey 
chocolate, with the caramel subtly offset¬ 
ting the taste of the chocolate. Our meal 
and drinks came to just over £80, which is 
not cheap, but for three excellent courses, 
a couple of glasses of wine and a cider, was 
worth every penny.

a broadcasting great 


E rudite. Intellectual.The thinking 
woman’s crumpet. A stripe- 
shirted guru who interviews the 
artistic heavyweights. 

Melvyn Bragg has been called 
everything in his time. But it’s for 
something far more basic that he is 
likely to be remembered, long after the 
big names of literature have been 
ticked off his South Bank Show guest 
list. It’s sex. Steamy sex. Raunchy sex. 
Read-behind-the-bike shed sex. All 
contained in the well-thumbed pages 
of his highly acclaimed novels which 
have been known to bring readers as 
well as the literary world out in a 
sweat. Remember A Time To Dance, 
which was serialised on television in 
1992? Bragg could barely move for 
the letters which poured into his office 
from people who could identify with 
the steamy shenanigans going on 
between a middle-aged bank 
manager and his young lover. And 
what about Crystal Rooms? It made A 
Time To Dance seem like Mary 
Poppins. 

But Bragg, now 75, defends those 
‘meaty bits’ by saying: “I write about 
sex because it’s there to be written 


about.” Adding with relish: “In other 
people’s books it’s often salacious or 
crude. In mine it involves mystery, awe 
and certain unidentifiable feelings...” 
But there’s more, much more, to 
Melvyn Bragg’s immeasurable talents 
than a handful of steamy sex scenes. 

Three films, a couple of musicals, a 
best-selling biography of Richard 
Burton, several more novels, shows 
on both radio and TV... need he go 
on? 


But Melvyn isn’t one to brag (sorry). 
He doesn’t need to. The results of his 
prolific workload are there for 
everyone to see, enjoy, and comment 
on. Yes, even snigger behind the bike 
sheds. And by all accounts there’s 
plenty more on the way. “If you ask 
me what I want to be doing in five 
years’ time I would say pretty much 
what I’m doing now,” he remarks. 


“I compartmentalise, and I don’t 
have any hobbies,” he reveals. “I 
was married at 21, and when I 
started work I had to find the 
time to write. I had to get up at 
five in the morning and work at 
weekend, and I just got into the habit 
of running that and my day job 
together. 

“Luckily I had a job that I enjoyed, 
and that gives you energy.” 

Bragg is clearly doing something 
right because he’s about to celebrate 
50 years as one of Britain’s foremost 
champions of the arts. 

This documentary takes him back to 
his working class roots in Wigton in 
Cumbria, and examines how his 
background has had an influence on 
his career. 


The idea of still being at work at the 
age of 80 would send shivers down 
the spine of most people, but you can 
imagine Bragg still throwing himself 
into new projects left, right and centre. 
How does he manage to juggle so 
many strands seemingly so 
seamlessly? 


There’s also a chance to find out 
more about his university years, rise 


to fame and status as a member of 
the House of Lords. 


Plus, an eclectic group of famous 
faces offer their opinions on Bragg 
and his work, including Judi Dench, 
Tony Blair, Grayson Perry, Chris 
Evans, John Birt and Will Self.

Golf GTE, 
a practical 
approach 
to motoring 

By Ian Donaldson 


There was no escaping the gleam in the eyes 
of the people I met while trying to plug the 
test Golf into a public charging point to add 
more free miles to the journey. 

None of the drivers was in a Golf GTE - it’s too new 
to see many on the road - but they were all solid con¬ 
verts of life with a battery doing the work. It’s saving 
them a small fortune, they reckoned. 

Two were driving Nissan Leafs, an all-electric car that sim¬ 
ply stops when the juice runs out (after 90 miles when I tried 
one), but their owners simply planned recharge stops, or 
contemplated hiring a conventional car for the occasional 
long drive. 

The Golf GTE won’t go anywhere near that far on electric¬ 
ity alone, with an optimistic 31 miles quoted by its maker. 
The best I managed, with air con off and never exceeding 
50mph, was 24 miles. 

All of them delightfully smooth and quiet, it must be said, 
as the electric motor pulled this spacious and quite weighty 
machine away from a standstill with the insistent strength of 
gravity turned on its side. 

And when the electric power is spent, the petrol engine 
switches itself on and you proceed with a little more noise 
from up front but with a range only limited by finding a filling 
station. 


Pence 

Topping up the battery from a three pin domestic plug 
takes under four hours and costs pence. 

It was faster (and free) from the charge points I found in 
a couple of town centres, but be warned, the big white rap¬ 
id charging boxes at motorway services won’t work on the 
GTE. 

Anyway, after precisely 601 miles on test the dashboard 
monitor showed an overall fuel consumption of 69.2mpg. 
That included several battery top ups but one long journey 
on mostly petrol power alone (with no charger at the over¬ 
night halt). 

So even with a short all-electric range, the GTE was a 
thrifty machine. 

Push the GTE button by the gear selector and it’s a quick 
one too; combining both power sources to turn the car into 
a properly swift hatchback. 

Recharge 

Stiffer springs than a conventional Golf and bigger alloy 
wheels firm up the ride and provide something like a sporty 
feel on corners, while a thick rimmed steering wheel and 
subtly tartan trim play on the junior GTI theme inside. 

Volkswagen builds an all-electric e-Golf (£26,325 after 
grant) and it will take the car quite briskly more than 100 
miles before you’re stuck needing a recharge. 

For rather less (£24,965) you could go for the all-petrol 
Golf 1.4 TSI with automatic gearbox, more than enough per¬ 
formance and a likely mid-40s to the gallon. 

Sorry for all the figures, but there are more. Run a Golf 
GTE as your company car and both your pocket and the 
firm’s bottom line will be considerably boosted by the tax 
incentives the government uses to tempt more of us down 
the greener road. 

No London congestion charge, either. 

A further incentive to look hard at a GTE, despite the high 
purchase price, is a list of standard kit that runs from a fine 
sat nav system, six-speed auto gearbox and adaptive cruise 
control to a DAB radio, automatic air conditioning and park¬ 
ing sensors front and rear. 

The boot is smaller than you’ll find in a conventional Golf 
(the big battery means the petrol tank has to be moved rear¬ 
ward) but it’s still a decent size. There’s also a space-saver 
spare wheel instead of the dreaded can of gloop, so you 
won’t be stuck with a puncture when a rock takes out a side- 
wall. 

If that sounds like a properly practical approach to motor¬ 
ing, the GTE might be precisely the same.

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Svelte and 
sexy beast 
gets a few 
tiny tweaks

It’s one of the best-looking cars money can 
buy, and now you can have it with a manual 
gearbox. Jaguar’s F-Type is the best sports 
car to come from the British brand in dec¬ 
ades, but that hasn’t prevented them from 
trying to make it better. 

For the 2016 model year, there are some visual and 
mechanical tweaks but most significantly it is availa¬ 
ble with a manual gearbox for the first time. 

Elsewhere, all F-Type models now have an electro-hy¬ 
draulic power steering system like that of the XE saloon, 
and four-wheel-drive is now available on S and R versions 
of the F-Type, although the six-speed manual is two-wheel- 
drive only. 

A beautiful car to look at, and unusually more so in Coupe 
than in Roadster form, the F-Type needed next to no chang¬ 
es in order to make it look good. So unless you choose the 
4WD version which gets a re-profiled bonnet, you’re getting 
the same svelte and modern shape. 

It’s very colour-sensitive, especially with the new options 
packs and several alloy wheel designs, but you’d have to 
work hard to produce an unsightly F-Type. 

Those looks are a big part of the F-Type’s racy image, as 
well as the fact that they aren’t too commonplace on the 
roads. 

The F-Type remains a strict two-seater and with much of 
the front end occupied by a selection of sizeable engines, 
so the space available is relatively modest. The centre con¬ 
sole has been re-jigged to give more room for your left arm 
to change gear on the manual model which is a help, and 
although it’s snug inside, even taller drivers can get com¬ 
fortable. 

Better still, the Coupe has a decent boot with 315 litres 
available. 

Even the most sensitive of palms will struggle to feel the 
change to an electric power steering system; it’s still su¬ 
per-sharp and responsive and maintains the F-Type’s lively 
character. 


Elements 

The manual gearbox is definitely the choice for the enthu¬ 
siast, as it shifts quickly and with great ease while the pedal 
positioning is good for those who like to heel-and-toe. 

But it is the blend of these elements that makes the F-Type 
so much fun. 

Sure, the monstrously powerful R model is a complete 
hoot, but the S is plenty fast; there’s 375bhp on offer, enough 
to blast to 62mph in 5.5 seconds and all accompanied by an 
outrageous rasp from the exhaust that hardly seems legal. 

It’s difficult to drive without a large grin appearing on your 
face. 

There’s plenty of competition for the F-Type even at 
around £60,000 for a version like this, but you get lots of kit 
for the money. 

Even the standard V6 model gets 18-inch alloy wheels 
and part-leather cabin, while this S model adds important 
stuff like the adaptive suspension, limited slip differential 
and the all-important active sports exhaust. 

There’s plenty of scope for going crazy with the options 
list but the S version has a lot of the crucial kit for a reason¬ 
able premium over the standard car. 

The refreshing thing about the F-Type is that although it’s 
a sports car, it’s not an overtly masculine one. Jodie Kidd 
drives one, and just like the E-Type that went before it, the 
F-Type has a visual appeal that will attract young, old, male 
and female. 

Of course there’s a financial investment required, but bar¬ 
ring that hurdle, it’s a sports car with a very broad appeal. 

This car summed up in a single word: Sexy. 

If this car was a school teacher it would command instant 
respect without having to shout about it.

Takeover deal 
is dead, says 
Villa chief 

RANDY Lerner is set to remain Villa 
owner for the foreseeable future after 
manager Tim Sherwood pronounced 
takeover talks “dead”. 

The American was thought close to 
a £150million sale of the club, with re¬ 
ports last month an unnamed prospec¬ 
tive buyer had been granted exclusivity. 

But this week Sherwood put an end to 
weeks of speculation when he claimed 
talks have since broken down. 

“I think it’s dead now to be honest,” 
said Sherwood. 

“It was fairly live but I think the peo¬ 
ple who were talking are now not there. 

“The chairman is picking it up and 
running with it now. I’m not sure if an¬ 
yone is too close now. Until it’s done it’s 
never there.” 

Lerner, who purchased Villa in 2006, 
has been keen to sell for more than a 
year. In May, he gave a wide-ranging 
interview in which he admitted he had 
done “not nearly enough right” and 
vowed to stand down as chairman by the 
start of the season if a buyer could not 
be found. 

Whether the 53-year-old will indeed 
now take a back seat remains to be seen 
after Sherwood confirmed it was Lerner 
who sanctioned last week’s £9million 
signing of Idrissa Gueye from Lille. 

It was the highest fee the club have 
paid for four years but Villa are set to 
quickly match it with the purchase of 
21-year-old full-back Jordan Amavi from 
Lille. 

“Randy is the one who is making the 
decisions regarding the players,” Sher¬ 
wood said. “He is willing to back us to 
the hilt. But he can only back us to the 
tune of financial fair play. That means 
there might have to be some exits from 
the club.” 

TCR continues to

Pulis worked his players hard yesterday with 
another early morning session that began before 
the sun rose. 

They then took part in an optional gym session 
in the afternoon before heading for the Citrus 
Bowl - scene of tonight’s friendly against Orlando 
City - to sample the artificial pitch that awaits 
them in the first of their three American fixtures. 

And for Pulis, the chance to influence this 
season from the outside is a blessing he is deter¬ 
mined to make the most of. 

“It’s been brilliant,” he said. 

“The players have worked really hard and it’s
